Shorthand of a rudimentary sort war 
practised by the Roiqnna. Jlro, the 
ffeeduian of Cicero. Introduced n sys¬ 
tem which was only^nn abbreviated 
longliand. The ideal held, before them 
by inventors of more modern systems 
Is more rapid nnd accurate. It Is des- 
of Accounts of Poca- cribed by one of the early fathers of 
the art. Peter Hales (IM7-1610), In 
these words:—“To write as fast as a 
man apeaketh treatably." He acknowl¬ 
edges that this may seem hard saying-, 
but insists that In effect the method 
Is very easy, “captaining a many com¬ 
modities under a few principles, the 
shortness whereof Is attained by mem¬ 
ory, and swiftness by practice, and 
sweetness by Industry." 

Not even an approximation, however, 
to tHIs Ideal was roachcd until 1837. 
with the publication of Isaac Pitman's 
system of shorthand, entitled "l’hon 
ogrnph.v." He revolutionised the art 
by making his tenograpblc signs repro;
